Tokio, Thursday, April 15.—Zojoji, the 
famous Buddhist temple, situated in 
Shiba park, Tokio, was destroyed by 
fire a few days ago. the damage 
amounting to about $200,000.

The Zojoji temple, next to the great 
temple at Nikko, was probably the 
most famous and popular as a show 
temple in Japan.

He believes that such a convention 
would give the members and other 
growers who have not joined the ex- 
change a much better opportunity. of 
seeing the workings of the exchange 
and the benefits which have. already 
been accomplished from its existence: 
that it would be the means of putting 
into the pockets of the shippers of the 
state thousand and thousands of dol- 


lars, which might otherwise go into the 
pockets of the men who are buying 
fruit at prices less than they should be 
Ziving. if they know the actual con- 
ditions as to the crops in other states, 
and fully understand the plane of the 
exchange, as they can be made to 
understand, in a face to face talk of ali 
the details. Mr. Fleming said he had 
no doubt reduced railroad rates could 
De secured.

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WHITE FIREMEN ISSUE — 


ADDRESS TO THE PUBLIC 


Vice President Ball, of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen anq En- 
Sinemen, after a number of confer- 
ences with officers of the Atlanta and 
Augusta locals, issued an address to 
the public, in which the grievances of 
the complaining firemen were set out 
fully and completely. The address Was 
Submitted to the offichals of the Au- 
Susta and the Atlanta lodges, and was 
Siven a full and complete approval as 
a recital of the conditions leading up 
to the troubles. It follows: 


“To the People of Georgia: The rail- 
way men interested, nearly all of 
whom were born and have been reared 
in Georgia, desire to lay before you 
some conditions now existing, and of 
which the public, almost to a: man, is 
ignorant. And they hope you will give 
tnat presentation a careful and 
thoughtful consideration, every state- 
ment made being susceptible of actual 
proof either by photographs, wit- 
nesses or documentary evidence. Then 
it will be up to you to determine 
whether the white fireman now em- 
ployed on the Georgia railroad shall 
be accorded rights and privileges over 
the negro or whether he shall be 
placed on the same equality with fhe 
negro.

It seems generally un- 
derstood in Augusta on Saturday night 
or pay days that the negroes are abate 
to respond for duty: if they do not 
respond then the white firemeg, at the 
risk of being punished, must fill that 
negro’s place, sit on the same seat, put 
his clothes in the samé box and use 
the same utensils as the negro had he 
responded when called. This same 
condition applies to Augusta yards 
where white firemen, with one excep- 
tion, are not allowed to take those 
positions unless a negro does not take 
his regular work—then the white fire- 
man can fill it until the negro returns 
to duty. The firemen being aware of 
these conditions and feeling aggrieved 
appointed a committee to wait on the 
officials and ask that the white fire- 
men be granted their sentority over the 
negroes and not be put on the same 
equality with them for the reason that 
in a short time the negroes would hold 
all the regular and the ‘best paid 
runs and white men will be compelled 
to take what may be left. This re- 
quest the officials positively refused 
to grant, but as the negro does not re- 
ceive the same compensation as a 
white man robably the cause (for 
refusal can be understood.

Between fifty and sixty freight cars, 
some of them loaded, also were burned, 
Gained Rapid Headway.

Soon after«the Portsmouth 
fire department arrived on the scene 
an explosion in the stores house, a 
brick structure, followed by § several 
smaller ones, sent bricks and burning 
timbers in every direction, greatly en- 
dangering the lives of the fire-fighters 
and others who had gathered on the 
scene.

IN HANDS OF RECEIVER 


M. A. Baker & Co., Large Man- 
ufacturers of Turpen- 
tine Stills. 


Brunswick. Ga.. May 16.—(Special.)— 
M. A. Baker & Co., one of the largest 
manufacturers of turpentine stills in 
the south, will pass into the hands of 
Receiver A. H. Heyward, Jr., of Macon, 
on Monday morning, under injunction 
proceedings and an involuntary bank- 
ruptey petition filed late Saturday night 
in the United States court at Savannah 
against the firm and the individual mem- 
bers. 

The 0. T. Hungerford Brass and Cop- 
per Company, alleging a debt of $4,995, 
filed the bill through Attorney D. W. 
Krauss, of this city. United States 
Referee Max Isaac appointed Receiver 
Heyward, who arrived in Brunswick to- 
day, deposited his bond and left for 
Pensacola, where he will take charge 
of the Pensacola plant of the concern, 
which was to have been sold on Mon- 
day. 

One of the acts which the plaintiffs 
alleges as showing insolvency was an 
assignment, made at Pensacola on April 
26. to the three banks of that city 
by the firm for the benefit of all cred- 
itors. Under this assignment the prop- 
erty would have been sold on May I7. 

M. A. Baker, senior member of the 
firm, resides here and owns realty worth 
about $50,000 on which there are a few 
claims. Attorneys who are posted, say 
the concern will have a neat surplus 
after all debts are discharged. , 

Hearing of the injunction will be heard 
here on May 28. Baker & Co. is one of 
the largest plants in this section, and 
up to the depression in naval stores, 
employed a large force.

Editor Constitution: I had the pleas- 
ure not long since of hearing former 
Governor Glenn, of North Carolina, de- 
liver an address in one of the leading 
churches in this city on the subject of 
“Home Missions.”

south. He closed his address with an 
appeal for funds to better these condi- 
tions, and I have reason to believe that 
his appeal met with a generous” fre- 
sponse. Being a Presbyterian, as is 
Governor Glenn, I was especially in- 
terested in what he said, and, of course, 
interested in the success of his work. 

He attributed the lack of educational 
advantages of the south to the poverty 
growing out of the war. At the samsé 
time, he pointed out the wonderful in- 
crease in wealth since the war closed. 
In thinking over the matter since, it 
has occurred to me that perhaps the 
south is allowing this excuse to be used 
to too great an extent. Of course, no 
one for a moment would minimize the 
awful conditions existing in the south 
immediately at the close of the war. 
But forty-three years have elapsed 
since that time, and Governor Glenn, 
as I have said, showed, by statistics, 
the marvelous increase in property -in 
the south during this period. I recall 
in thie connection the fact that I was 
a resident at different times of both 
Kansas and Nebraska in pioneer days, 
when they were certainly as badly off 
financially as the south, even at the 
close of the war, and yet I remember 
that through taxes they voluntarily 
voted to pay teachers and bonds issued 
for the purpose of building school 
houses; every child was educated, s0 
that illiteracy has practically ceased to 
be In either state.

She lay in a pool of 
blood, and the Turks, thinking her 
dead, left her there. The boy, after 
seeing his uncle killed, although wound- 
ed himself, ran until exhausted and lay 
among dead and wounded bodies till 
mecrning, while Moslems mauled them 
over, giving the last blows that left 
only ,corpses behind.)

Feasible Ship Railroad. 

An item of peculiar interest in regard 
to this Tehuantepec road is that it 
lows the course laid out by the great 
engineer, Eads, who planned his road 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific with a 
roadbed 60 feet wide, and purposed @ 
literally haul ships from ocean to ocean, 
in this way doing away with the necés- 
sity of digging any canal. As this road 
crosses no high elevation, but, on the 
contrary, follows a course peculiarly 
smooth and level, his plan for a “ship 
railroad’ has always been regarded by 
many competent engineers as entirely 
feasible and practical. 

Soldiers Used as Menials. 

The unmilitary and demoralizing prac- 
tice of using enlisted men in the United 
States army to do such menial work as 
is usually performed by servants, cooks, 
waiters and other similar laborers ap- 
pears to be growing instead of decreas- 
ing, and General Wood has taken firm

In the United States we have no 
Satisfactory data for the country-at- 
large, but there are available, for the 
years 1851 to 1901, the gross death rates 
of from 7 to 13 of our largest cities, 
which may be assumed to indicate the 
general trend of this country’s morta!- 
ity Tate for the period. Dividing the 
half-century into four parts we obtain 
1851-+868, death rate per 
1,000, 28; 1864-1875, 25: 1876-1888, 23;

“Re-Planting” of Cotton. 


There is much complaint of bad 
stands of cotton throughout the cotton 
helt, or at least, in the middle and 
southern portions of the belt, where the 
usual season for planting the seed fol- 
lowed a wet February, a wetter March 
and a cool Jatter half ef April and first 
half of May. The excessive rains. of 
the second. and third months of the 
year—the busy time of preparation—re- 
sulted in delaying this work and its 
hurried and imperfect execution. It has 
required good management and sound 
judgment in the conduct of farm opera~ 
tions to make the most of conditions 
as they were and secure good stands - 
corn and cotton. “When 1 was a boy, 
my father and farmers generally—so far 
as my knowledge extended—hardly 
thought of re-planting cotton (1 mean 
with hand hoe), but were not slow In 
deciding to “plow up and pliant over’ @ 
cotton field if the stand was bad and 
the plants unhealthy and unpromising. 
In these days, when there was plenty vl 
planting seed saved to plant over, and 
two to three bushels were uSed ih 
planting an acre, a failure to’ get 4 
Stand was an unusual occurrence. 

But 1 have found it a paying opera- 
tion to go over the cotton crop and re- 
plant with hand hoes when the “skips” 
of two to three feet and over were 1ire- 
yuent. lt is hardly worth while, how- 
ever, to continue to replant in this way 
later than the [Oth to !S5th of June. A 
narrow hoe, or the corner of the ordin- 
ury hoe, or a long-handled, narrow- 
bladed wooden paddle «(when the ground 
is soft and moist) is all that is neces- 
sary. When the skips are not frequent, 
nu hand with a quick eye and nimble 
step may carry two to {our Tows al 
one time in this work, and get over 
from tour to ten acres in a day. 
think in most cases it will be proff 
able work to undertake it, After it shall 
be too late to replant with cotton seed 
it will often be tound profitable to till 
the missing places with cowpeas. I once 
planted a field of fifty acres in cotton 
in checks, 3x2%, dropping the seed by 
hand and covering with the foot. 
Stand was considered fairly good when 
the seeds first came up. The stalks were 
thinned by nimble fingers and the miss- 
ing places replanted with cotton seed 
at the same time early in May. Still 
there were a few missing hills in mid- 
June. These were replanted with whip- 
poorwill (‘speckled’) peas, dropping 8 
or !0 seeds in a place. You will note 
that when a missing hill of cotton oc- 
curred it meant a skip of five feet—a 
rather wide gap for land that Was ex- 
pected to yield only 1,200 pounds of seed 
eoiton per acre. 

In September or October the ripe cow- 
peas were ‘picked,’ only once; and the 
result was nearly fifty bushels of clean 
peas, or one bushel to the acre, a yield 
that was “not to be sneezed at.” And 
yet most farmers would have called it 
a good stand of cotton. In fact, the 
yield was nearly 1,200 pounds of seed 
cotton per acre. A “perfect stand’’ of 
cotton (of course), would have been a 
stalk every 2% feet, or about 5,800 
stalks per acre. 1 estimated that there 
were, say 200 missing cotton hills to 
the acre. This gave me 200 bunches of 
cowpea plants, which, under the favor- 
able conditions, were enough to yield 
one bushel of clean peas to the acre, 
which would be gne quart to about Six 
hills. (I should have stated at the out- 
set that the cotton was fertilized in 
the hill, using about 280 pounds of 
Phoenix guano per acre—in i866, _ it 
was). But what would have been the 
yield of 200 stalks of cotton? Certainly 
not more than 40 pounds of seed cot- 
ton, worth—that year—about $2.50. 

Great is a perfect stand of cotton, a 
thing that perhaps no eye hath ever 
seen; the next best is a good stand—

NITRATING CORN. 

P. Tutwiler, Marion, Perry County, 
AlabDama—Last year I planted 20 acres 
in cabbage, 5-foot rows, with cotton be- 
tween. I used on this 20 acres three 
and one-half tons acid phosphate, two 
and one-half tons muriate potash and 
two and one-half tons nitrate soda. The 
cabbage crop was very satisfactory, but 
was a total loss on account of not being 
able to sell it and was plowed under. 
I have this land in corn (no fertilizer) 
and what I wish to know is, would 
there be enough fertilizer left in the soil 
to pay me to use nitrate soda, and, if 
so, what time should it be applied, 
and how much? The land is sandy with 
a clay gubsoil, except about two acres 
of deep gray sand. 

Answer—it is impossible to answer 
your question definitely. Nitrogen is the 
element that is most easily leached out 
of the soll, especially when in the form 
of nitrate of goda. Therefore, it is more 
important and necessary to apply nitro- 
gen than either phosphoric acid or pot- 
tash. Possibly an application of 75 
pounds of nitrate applied at once in the 
siding furrows might prove all that will 
be required. In three or four weeks 
you may determine from the appearance 
of the plants, the color of the foliage, 
etc., whether more nitrate will be need- 
ed and act accordingly. I think, how- 
ever, that not more than 100 pounds per 
acre would answer, 

I think I would have applied a regular 
balanced corn fertilizer at the usual 
time (before planting) and bedded on it. 


DYSENTERY OF PIG. 


David A. Mann, Jonesboro, Ga.—lI 
write you in ryere to an 8-months-old 
hog of mine which is sick: was taken 
with dysentery ten days ago. I treated 
with laudanum and epsom salts during 
acute stage. Am now giving stock 
powder and feeding exclusively on a 
cooked diet. The pig has no appetite 
to speak of and seems feverish: kid- 
neys are also out of order. Since feed- 
ing stock powder has passed several 
large worms. If you can suggest a 
remedy would appreciate it very much. 

Answer—Assuming the correctness 
of your diagnosis I may say that it is 
not a common disease of hogs. It is 
usually caused by eating decayed vege- 
table matter, putrid animal matter or 
constipation, also lying in damp, cold 
places at night and sometimes by 
worms. The most effective rémedy is 
a good physic, but it should not be too 
drastic a purge. At the present stage 
it is advised to give five or six grains 
of calomel to be followed (when fever- 
ish) by a dose of one ounce of epsom 
salts in six hours. After the physic 
operates freely give half a grain of 
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good.

Answer—I know of no method of 
treatment that would wean a sow from 
the habit of pig-eating,. and must refer 
this question to iy readers. Some- 
thing may be don#to prevent the con- 
traction of such habit, viz. ©“y denying 
to brood sows such food as animal of- 
fal, etc., Whereby they acquire an ab- 
normal taste for flesh and blood. A 
course to pursue is to convert a 
pig-eating sow into pork.

When getting 
about she didn’t seem to have good use 
of herself. I have another sick cow 
now with the very same symptoms of 
the other, only she ain't swollen. I 
hear of lots more in this section that 
is worked the same way. Some &ay 
it is from feeding cotton seed meat, 
and some say it is murrain. Will you 
please tell me, through The Constitu- 
tion, the disease and remedy? 

Answer—I have little doubt that the 
disease of which your cow died and 
that is now affecting another of your 
herd and cattle in the neighborhood, 
is the malignant and fatal (usually) 
disease known as anthrax, or cnarbon. 
This is an infectious bacterial disease, 
and is more or less restricted by con- 
ditions of soil and moisture to definite 
zeographical localities. 

There is no known cure for it, al- 
though some cases do get well of them- 
selves. Treatment is confined to pre- 
vention by careful attention to condi- 
tions of the soil, by burying the dead 
cercasses very deep, or burning to 
ashes. 

The ground where the animal was 
kept or the pasture in which it ranged 
must be treated with chloride of lime— 
at least wherever the animal has lain. 
It no chloride of lime, use plenty of 
powdered quick lime. It would be well 
for you and your neighbors to have a 
qualified veterinary surgeon from 
Chattanooga to visit. and inspect your 
herds and udvise you what to do.

He often lies down 
when I leave him in the field with 
gear on. His bowels seem to be all 
right. Tonight he has a swollen place 
under part of his stomach, extending 
from his heart back to his sheath, but 
the latter is not swollen. 
was foaled in my lot. He also has the 
narrow heel, but I don't think that is 
the cause of his stomach trouble. I[ 
really think he has worms, but I have 
never seen any. Will you please give 
me a remedy for this mule. If you 
can diagnose his case, I will also ask 
a cure for narrow heel. 

Answer—Your mule seems to have 
a complication of ills, the principal 
one being indigestion, and this may be 
caused by worms, or at least. worms 
may be present. Suppose you try the 
following for worms: Give twice daily 
for three or four days a drench com- 
posed of one ounce of turpentine and 
two or three ounces of raw linseed 
oil. On the fourth day give one ounce 
of Barbados aloes: first dissolve in 
one-half pint of hot water and then 
one-half pint of cold «water 
After thorough purging as the result 
of the aloes, prepare and give the fol- 
lowing: Mix four ounces each of pow- 
dered saltpetre and copperas and di- 
Vide into twenty-four doses. Boil a 
léacup of flaxseed to a pulp in one or 
two Sallons of water.

; None of my neighbors use cultiva- 
ors, and they say a scooter and scrape 
is good enough for them. 

Answer: In using the Planet, Jr. 
my practice has been to use the small- 


er steels for first plowing of corn, cot- 
ton and other crops, and subsequently, 
and, until laying ‘Dy, the I2 and 15- 
inch sweeps exclusively. If the soll 
in exceptionally fine, mellow condition, 
the sweeps may be used from the first. 
I have never used this tool “straddle” 
of the row, but I have no doubt it 
would do admirable work, using the 
side steels; or hoes, at first plowing of 
cotton, sorghum, corn, and almost any 
crop, setting the steels so as to throw 
the soil away from the plants. I have 
never used fenders on Planet, Jr. My 
usual plan, to plow out a middle at 
one furrow (or nearly so), is first to 
put a 12-inch swee on each of the 
rear outside standards, a /5-inch sweep 
On the center rear standard and a 2-to- 
4-inch steel on the two forward. Then 
open the implement so that it § will 
easily run with the rows of plants, say 
in3 to 4-foot rows. Ifthe rows run east 
and west, proceed to ‘side’ the north 
(or south) side of every row, the culti- 
vator being extended so as to nearly 
reach across the middle to the next row, 
and practically stirring almost the en- 
tire surface of the middle and of the 
field. In a week or ten days the same 
operation is performed on the south (or 
north) side, completing the “siding,” 
and again stirring nearly the’ entire 
middle. Or, you may side both sides, 
of “‘every other” row, which will also 
Stir nearly the entire surface. Within 
& week or ten days the rows not sided 
before should be now sided, and so on 
until the last cultivation, when the cul- 
tivator may be run along the middle.

I 
have a horse about fifteen years old. * 
notice that he has poor appetite and his 
urine is bloody, sometimes passing clots 
of blood. He has not been strained any 
way that I know of. Plowed and work- 
ed to buggy occasionally. What do you 
think caused the trouble and what 
should I do for hint? 

2. Also have horse about same age that 
has swelling at top Of neck in front of 
where collar works. It may be caused 
by the collar being too tight. Is it a 
fistula and what should I do for it? 

Answer—The discharge of blood with 
the urine is known as hematuria. It 
appears in two forms, idiopathic and 
traumatic. The latter form is the result 
of a strain or a blow over the kidneys; 
the former occurs under a variety of 
conditions and seems to be more preva- 
lent in certain sections of the country 
than in others. The fact that the blood 
sometimes clots indicates that it is a 
case of traumatic hematuria, since it is 
a fact that there are no clots fin a case 
of idiopathic hematuria. Try the fol- 
lowing: Give a ball of thirty grains of 
sugar of lead; thirty grains of acetate 
of zinc and two drams of catechu. Give 
as a ball or mix with gruel and repeat 
three times a day until checked, Give 
the animal plenty of cool water to drink 
and keep_it as quiet as possible. 

2. A fistula {s a narrow, deep ulcer, 
or running sore. A severe hlow or the 
continued préssure of the collar on the 
withers may cause a low form of in- 
flammation with swelling and may final- 
ly burst open”and a discharge of pus 
be established, becoming a ‘“‘fistula of 
the withers.’’ If such a condition is es- 
tablished on top of the poll it {is called

‘(Bathe the swelling with cold water,
